ed. 

Messrs. McElroy, Husbands, Finn, and Ew 
ino opposed the amendment, and advocated tne 
passage of the bill.

That any person importing slaves into this

0*Those of our readers who are sincerely de- 
sirous that the morals of the slave population of 
Kentucky may not be infected by the iotrnduc 
lion of vicious slaves from other States, will re- 
gret that the bill to repeal the law of 1833 pass 
ed the House on yesterday. The only hope lor 
the maintenance of the Ian as it now elands on 
the statute book is in the Senate, which bodv 
we trust will perform its legitimate functions in 
placing a conservative check upon the action of 
the popular branch of the Legislature. We are 
confident that the repeal of the law u) not de 
ma tided by the interests of the slaveholders of 
Kentucky, nor by their well matured wishes. — 
" he specious pretense under which the repeal of 
the law has been urged, that it will diminish the 
value of slaves, is not only the idlest of absurd- 
ities, but, if true, constitutes a good reason why 
it should be promptly resisted by the slaveholders, 
the value of whose property is to be injuriously 
affected by the repeal But it w ill have no such 
offeci The price of negroes in the cottou States 
is so much greater than it is in Kentucky, that the 
negro dealer, who naturally seeks the market 
where his human merchandisn will bring the 
most money, will pass by this Stale and go fur 
(In r South. It is uot to be expected that valua- 
ble slaves will be brought from the South to Ken 
tucky, to be iold here for less than they will 
bring at home, with the loss to the dealer of the 
cost of transportation. Kentucky yearly sends 
thousands of slaves to the South, and one great 
cause of this is, that they are worth more there 
than they are here. The laws of trade will neces- 
sarily prevent the importation of any considerable 
number of ilarta into Kentucky from other Stales. 
Bui there is one class that will be brought in; 
the vicious, unmanageable, insubordinate slaves 
of Virginia, will be brought iu by the negro 
dealers, who, liko buzzards, hover about to spec 
ulate in such cairion. The diseased and crip 
pled who are unfit for the labor of the South 
may alto occasionally be introduced. But does 
keutucky need or want such refuse as this? — 
Docs not h proper regard for the interests of the 
slave holder, iu lime* like these, imperatively 
demand that the greatest care shall be taken to 
exclude refractory slaves, promoters of drunken 
uess, theft, aison, murder, and insurrection > It 
is to be hoped that the Senate will perform their 
duty to the slave holder, and to the helpless too- 
ffirn and children iu this matter, by retaining up- 
on the statute book a law which renders it neces- 
larl tor every person who brings a slave to Ken- 
tucky to first assure himself of his docility and 
general good character.

The creditor has the right to dispose of his 
property in the debt as he may choose, and to re 
quire the payment of the debt to any one whom 
he may direct, without any consultation with the 
debtor. {Story Eq. Jurisp. sec. IU57.) 

If Lear might have m ide a parol assignment 
of his debt against Jaeksob, in payment of a de 
mand against himself, he mi^ht certainly have 
made such an assignment as an indemnity to his 
securities. The considerations are equally roeri 
torious, and this court is aware of no rule of 
law or poiicv forbiddiuf: a parol assignment iu 
either case. 

If the assiguni,'iit iu indemnity had been 
made in writing, no question would probably 
have been raised. It would not have bc«-u De 
ccssary lo have rccordrd such writing; for it has 
been eipressly decided that the statutes requir- 
ing the recording of mortgages, &c , of "real and 
personal estate," do not embrace chutes in action 
or claims for debts. (Bank U. S tt. Hath, 4 B. 
Moh. 448.) Nor is this decision affected by any 
pi ovisions of the Revised Statutes. An equity 
acquired by an assignment, either parol or record 
ed, will prevail over any subsequent equity lo 
the same fund, even though acquired without 
notice of the previous assignment. The appel 
lees were, therefore, not injured by the failure 
of ihe appelluuts to reduce the assignment to 
writing
